Standing behind the Scheldt river, 
the Cerraans seem, for the inonifkii 
at least, to have stabilized their line, 
and the swift advance of llie Hel- 
gians, riritlsh and Freiuh has been 
slowed down. Hrltlsh troons lunc 
succeeded in crossing the river east 
of Pecq, north of Valenciennes. That 
city, too. has been entered by the 
British, but It seems that part of the 
place is still held by the enemy. 

Further south the British, Ameri- 
cans and French are lighting hard In 
their attempts to break the Hunding 
lin». This defensive position, while 
not as formidable as the Hlndenhurg' 
lino, is sufnciently strong to delay 
the Allies' advance materially.

'NVlth American Army Northwest of 
Verdun, October 2.1 — In the face of 

stubborn resistance. American forces 
yesterday cleaned up Bois de Forest, 
just west of ririeules, capturing 7.''i 
prisoners, many of them machine gun- 
ners who fought to the last 'I'iic tight 
for liols de Forest began a week ago 
and has been one of the most stubborn 
since the beginning of the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne offensive. The Americana 
fought with determination. At times 
they fell back under terrlfle presiure 
and then rushed forward with all 
their might.

In a little nioro iimn hair 
a year a wondrona change has been 
effaoted In the eondltlon of the peo- 
ple. 

One of the blggeit biota upon the 
Toririah Kovamment of the olty was 
the total tallnre to provide an ade- 
quate water aupply. What they could 
not or would not do In their rule of 
400 yeafH hlfl majeaty's royal engl- 
ncors nrromp'.iBhed In a little more 
than two months. 

The pirf \irps(i\io water (iirrlcr Ih 
I)nsBiiiK Into the Umbo of fni iiol I en 
things. The OerniH that Infested IiIm 
leather water bugp.. will no longer en 
danger the lives of the citizens, and 
the deadly perils which lurk In cis- 
tern water have boon to a large extent 
removed. 

For Its water Jerusalem used to re- 
ly mainly upon the winter rainfall to 
All Ita oltems. Practically every 
house has Ita underground reservoir. 
But many had fallen Into disrepair, 
and most of them required thorough 
clonninK. To sniipleinent the cistern 
sai)ply the Mos(ine of Omar reservoir 
lialvoil with HelhlclKMn the water 
wliieli flowed frvtin iie;ir Solenin's pool 
down an a(|UiMliic t ediiRtnietcHl by Uo- 
man enslneers iindiir IleroU before 
the Savior was born. 

This was not nearly suindent, nor 
was it so constant a supply aa that 
provided by our army engineers. They 
went farther afield. They round a 
group of springheads in an absolutely 
clean gathering ground on the hills 
yielding some 14,000 gallona an hour, 
and this water, which was running to 
waste, is lifted to the top of the hill, 
from which It flows by Kravity thrn 
a lone pipe line intn .lernsaleni. 

Supplies run direel to the liospiliils. 
;inil ;it sl;ind|dp('s all ()\'er the *. \\\ the 
tile inliabilaiils take as iniicti as tlie\' 
desire. The «aler ednsniiipi ieii of llie 
people has become ten limes what it 
was Inst year. 

The scheme docs not. stop at put- 
ting up standpipes for those who will 
(etch the water. The water level of 
the cisterns Is low, and aa they are 
getting emptied the authorltlea ar- 
range for refilling them on the one 
condition that they are first thorough- 
ly cleaned out and put In order. 

A householder has merely to apply 
to the military governor for water, 
and a sanitary oMicer inspects the els- 
tern, orders it to be eleanse<l. and sei s 
that it is done, and the department of 
public health grants a rorlifieate that 
Ibe cistern is eleau, and the engiiu'crs 
run a pipe to it and it is lilleil. no nuU- 
ter what its capacity uuiy be. Two 
cisterns were recently replenished 
with between, 60,000 and 70,000 gal- 
lons of water from the hills. 

The installation of the aupply was a 
triumph for the royal engineers. A 
preliminary inveaelgatton and survey 
of the ground was made on February 
14, and a aoheme was submitted four 
days later. Owing to the shortage of 
transport and abnormally bad weath- 
er, work could not be commenced till 
April 12. Many nillea of pipe line had 
to be laid and a powerful punipinn 
plant erected, but water was being ile- 



llvared to tha paople of Jerusalem on 

June 18. There has not been a stop- 
page or a hitch. 

A medical authority says the health 
of the community It wonderfully good, 
and there Is no suspicion of cholera, 
outbreaks of which were frequent 
uniler the Turklah reglma. Oovern- 
ment hoapluls are established In all 
large eenters, and fraqueat medloal 
treatment Is gIVen to the Indigent. 
Many thousands of natives in the last 
few months have oome forward of 
their own free will to bo vaccinated. 

Typh\iN and relapHlng fever, both 
lice and born dlscaseB. used to claun 
many victims, but the (Ignres are fall- 
ing repldly, due largely, no doubt, to 
the full usa to which disinfecting 
pin II Is are pnt Itt all areas in oocu- 
pled territory. 

In Jerusalem an infants' walafre 
bureau has been Instituted, where 
mothers are ncen before and after 
childbirth, infants' ollnios are being 
established, a body of health visitors 
Is In process of formation, and a 
kitchen Is about to be opened to pro- 
vide food for babies niid the iioor. The 
iiursps are many local subjeets. who 
have to undergo a tboniugli training, 
and there Is no one here who does not 
contldenlly predict a rapid (all in the 
Infant mortality rate. 

The soade work was all done by the 
medloal staff of the occupied enemy 
territory administration. Some volun- 
tary societies are now assisting, and 
the enthusiasm of the American Red 
Cross units, which have recently ar- 
rived with an amicable equipment, 
will enable all to carry on a great 
and beneflclent work. 

How long must we wait and how 
much speaking and writing will It re- 
quire to convince the people that they 
need engineers in charge of their 
road work?

A new Red Cross circular of In- 
struction, entitled "Home Service and 
the Disabled Soldier and Sailor," sum- 
marlsea the Red Cross relationship to 
the rehabilitation program as fot- 
lowa: 

1. To bring solidly behind the dis- 
abled man, at all stages of the icccm- 
j struction process, ilu' moral support 
j of his family. 

L'. To assist tlie men, tluongh the 
cdiiipeicnt legal advice at the com- 
maiul of chapter Home Service Sec- 
' tioiis, lo secure tlie benefits of the 
I War KIsk Insurance Law and espe- 
I dally the provisions for compensa- 
tion and Insurance. 

■1. To urge upon disabled men and 
I wisdom and necessity of taking full 
advantage of the government's plans, 
for their care and training. 

4. To encourage them In the early 
and critical stages of their vocational 
training and of their return lo em- 
jdojnient, when tlie strimgle to over- 
come the mental and physical handi- 
cap Is most acute. 

5. To bring about a reasonable and 
sympathetic attitude on the part or 
employers. wliUh shall give every 
handicapped man a real chance, while 
avoiding the danger of tempting him 
to forego the necessary training for 
the attraction of an immediate, tem- 
porary or perhaps unsuitable Job. 

6. To mold public opinion so that 
it win frown upon trivial and demor- 
alizing entertainment and hero-wor- 
ship, and maintain a constructive at- 
titude which, wbi'.e maintaining a 
square deal for the returned soldier 
shall exiiecl friiin him every reason- 
able enort lo Insure bis self-support 

7. 'I'd supply inrormalioii. enconr- 
agement, legal, medii'iil and business 
advl<e. when acceptable and neces - 
sary. Just as Is noiw being done for 
the tkmlliea of men at the front.

the location of the mill. ICvcry mill is 
compelled by law to post (lip orlslnni 
letter from llip drain C'oriHiiatioii.

ofT.co v.liorc f ■,;slciiiiiTs can sec it. 
Thcio arc different niarjjlns which tho 
mill can add, according to whether 
the mill sells to a cuBforaer. a whole- 
saler or a retailer, and flcpeiideiit also 
on whether tho feed be sold in ton lots 
or less than ton lots, but the Oovem- 
ment fixes them all.

The 
retailer is c.)mpcllpd to .^luiw this in- 
voice — If he does not. the cnstoniei* 
may report him to the Food .\<lnilnls- 
tratlon and the retailer will be severe- 
ly penallied.

..wheat the retailer paid, tho customer 
may , 'himself figure what hb should 
pay by adding to the dellveced Invoice 
price the following margin of profit 
which Is allowed the retailer: if sold^ 
for cash and without deliver)-, |.'!.5n 
per ton; if sold for credit withont di'- 
llvery, $4.00 per ton; If delivered and 
sold for cash, $4. .Ml per ton: If delivor- 
ed and .sold on eredil. imt ton 

These lisnies aijply only lo sales of 
less than one Ion. If ili^ ( iiMoincr 
buys a ton or more, whellier for cash 
or credit, with or witliotit delivery, the 
price win always lie at llie rate of $1 
per ton less.

Washinmon, Ocloher 2^— Marshals
